Wide publicity was given to the Code by the Special OjBScer conven" 
ning meetings of employers and unions at Guntur and Visakhapatnam. 
Dunng his tours he contacted important representatives of employers 
and workers orgamsations and impressed on them the need for obser- 
vance of the Code m then- d^y to day dealings Working under way 
to transate the Code and other relevent material into Telugu and 
Urdu so that attractive pamphlets could be got out for distnbution, 
to employers and unions. 

A circular letter was also issued to employers and employees infor- 
ming them of the constitution of the local committees at Gimtur and 
Vis^hapatnam and requestmg them to refer any matter relatmg to 
non-implementation of Labour Laws, awards and settlements of 
breaches of the Code to the respective dommittees to enable these 
bodies to contact the concerned parties and suitably advise them to 
set nght the breaches. 

The State Government have sanctioned 5 Inspectors stationed at 
important aJ^ea^ durmg December, 1961, to take prompt preventive 
steps by mtervening at an early stage and prevent differences errupting 
with major troubles and to miplement the awards passed m Labour 
Disputes without any further loss of time The Inspectors are stationed 
at Hydaubad, Waxangal, Kumool, Guntur and Visakhapatnam. 

The Special OflScer was also d^uted to go to Madras and Kerala 
States m September, 1961 to study the procedure and methods adopted 
by the finplementation Machinery m those States. 

The unions are also persuaded to accept the code at the time of 
3p^^ratim of the union under the Indian Trade Unions Act. 

During the year 1961-62, 42 cases of non-implementation of awards 
aaid agreements and 18 cases of non recogmtion of unions under the 
Code of Disdplme have been received The efforts of the state Evalua- 
tion and Implementation Umt have resulted m gettmg awards and 
agreements implemented m 88 cases and m recogmtion being granted 
in 12 cases. Out of 14 cases m which appeals were preferred by the 
partis agamst the awards of the Labour Courts or Industrial lifeiunal 
as tte case may be, three cai^s have so far been settled out ot court

I rise to move the Demand No XXVI concemiiig the Department? 
of Labour, Factoiies and National Emnlovment Service 

The Budget Estimates for 1962-63 pro\nde for a gross demand of 
Rs 35 81 lakhs as agamst the Revised Estimates of Rs 27 04 lakhs 
for the year 1961-62 This demand includes a provision of Rs. 7 09 
lakhs on Plan Schemes to be implemented during 1962-63. 

The departments serve the interests of workmg men and women m 
p multitude of wa^^s. They are charged with the re^ponsibihties of 
enforcing standards and regulations designed to protect the wage- 
earner and miprove his working conditions, to broaden emplojinent 
opportunities and to provide ceriam benefits to \\orkers. In an}" 
economy, especially m a planned economy, the importance of an effcient 
and contented about force cannot be over-emphasized The twm 
goals of economic progress and individual security have to be made 
reasonably compatibe with each other Promotion of trade union 
activity and collective bargaining , pro\ision of machmerj- for concilia- 
tion m labour management conflicts and where conciliation fails, for 
for adjudication , avoidance of stnkes and lock-outs by securing 
obser\^ance of the code of Disciplne accepted at the National level by 
managements and workers alike , protection of weakly organised 
-v^orkers employed m sweated mdustnes bv setting minimum wages 
and fixing hours of work etc , and insulation of workers against msdus- 
trial hazards are the means to that end 

Plan Schemes obviously refer mostly to strengthenmg of the staff 
adequately to employ the above means, labour welfare and education 
of workers 

I shall detail m the followmg paragraphs the more important of 
the activities of the Departments of Labour including Factories and 
National Employment Servce 

Industrial Relations 

It is the poiocy of the Government to have all industrial disputes 
settled as far as possible by mutual negotiations between the manage- 
ment and the \\ orkers, and bv conciliation efforts mvoh mg the good 
offices of the Labour Officers Wliere concilation fails, voluntary 
aribitration is encouraged and onlv m the last resort is adjudication 
evoked To step up the quality of concihation, three posts of Regionale 
Assisant commissioners have been sanctioned m 1961-62. Durmg 
1961 formal voluntary arbitiation occurred m 7 disputes and concdia- 
tion in 291 disputes. "One hundred and thirt\ of these conciliation cases 
ended m settlement and m of the omsettled disputes were referred for 
adjudication The number of stnkes and man-days lost registered a 
decline, the number respectively being 49 and 1,58,922*^ m 1961 as 
against 61 and 1,98»290 m 1960,

functioiiin^T m 104 cstalilisliments as agamst 102 Works Committees 
at the end of I960. 

This Sra€hmer\ , w ith a S])ecial Officer m charge of if, has been set 
up to ensure oHs'^r\aPce of the Code of Diseiphne bv workers ^nd 
management*; and mi'ilemcntation of the An^ards and Agreements 
Two Evalii'ition and Imr>ler'>en+-ation Commif'ces one for the public 
s^or and the other for the prnate sector at th? State level, and t*wo 
local Committees c# le At Guninr and the other at Visakhapatnam are 
functioning The State Committee for public sector met 3 times and 
tlie Committee for xhr private sector 4 times during 1901-62 The 
local committee at Guntur held 4 meetings and the one at Visakha- 
pitaam met once. 

During 1961-62, 42 cases of non-implementation of awards and 
«^freements and 18 cases of recognition of unions under the* Code of 
Disciplme were receded The efforts of the State Evaluation and 
Implementation machinery have resulted m implementation of awards 
and agreements m 38 ca^es and m according recognition to unions m 
cases 

To make the machmerv more effective, in 1961-62 the status of the 
Special Officer was riised to that of Depv v Commissioner of !Labour 
and a staff of five Inspectors given This step has helped quicken 
the pace of \enfication of membership of Uions where there are more 
than <me m an estalhshment ; investigate promptly complaints of 
breach of Code of D^ciphne , and implement better the awards and 
agreements* 



Becoicmendatiovs oV Wage Boards. 

Efforts of thib DejJtirtment ha\ e secured implementation, in a large 
measure of the rocomm^ndations of che various Wage Boards. All the 
textile tolls except oiif , all the five Cement Factories, and 10 out of 11 
Sugar Factories lave implcmtntaed the recommendations, more or less 
to the satisfaction of the workers. The remaining one sugar factory 
IS reported to hau* reached an agreemsnt with the workers about 
phased implementation of the recommendations In the case of the 
oo-operative sugar fact^ies, the unplementation has been slightly 
staggemi with the consent of the workers. , All the jute mills too have 
also impfea^ented the mterim recommendations of the Jute Wage 
Board.

Sector and Joint St\ff Councils 

In accordance -wifcli the recom^nendation of the State Evaluation 
aiid Implemsntation Coimciittee for private sector, the Government 
have, as a first step, framsd lules for the constitution of tripartite 
Industiial Relations Committees m the Sugar and Textile Industries 
and constitution of the CDmmittees is nndei-^\cay These Committees 
are on the lines of those which have been functioning m Kerala for 
some lime. There has been some delay m the constitution of these 
Committees for want of adequate co-operation from Managements 
and unions, especialby the former, and also because it became necessary 
to amend the Rules m view of certain objections 

In order effectively to tackle labour problems m the public sector 
it is proposed to constitute two-tier Negotiating Committees at the 
distiict or workshop or unit level as the case may be and*at the State 
level on the lines of the m-Hchinery now in vo;^ii2 in the Railway and 
Defence organisations At the local level, wheie local problems are to 
be settled, the Committee will consist of the local chief of the Depart- 
ment, a representative of the umon and the Labour Officer Atthe 
State level where problems of general nature and those not solved at 
th3 h2i\ level will be taken up, the Committee will consist of the 
Secretary to Government concerned and the Head of the Department 
the Commissioner of Labour or his representative, and representative 
of the workers These Cominittees will meet periodically and try to 
solve all problems in public sector 

It IS hoped i;hat the Industrial Relation Committees m the private 
sector and the Negotiating Committees m the public sector will 00 a 
long way to eliminate areas of friction between management and labour 
and provide a medium for peaceful settlement of disputes and redressal 
of grievances. 

It is proposed to mtroduce the Scheme of Joint StajSP Councils in 
the Municipak Corporration, Hyderabad, and other big Mumcipalities 
like Vijayawada, Gnntur and Visakhapatnam. Such* Staff Councib 
have been formed m the Secretariat, on tne lines of the Whitely Councib 
functiomng m the United Kmgdom These Councils aie desi<»ned to 
foster haf>py labour-management relations by providmo- a^ forum 
for frequent mutual consultation on all service and wel&re malleti 
of the staff 

Working Condiiions of Mutta and Contract Workers 

To enquire mto the unsatisfactory service conditions of HammaJ 
working m market areas and to recommend remedial measm'es, Govern 
ment have constituted a committee. 

Similarly to prevent exploitatK)n of labour through employment c 
contractors which is quite rampant, action is being taken to set up 
committee to study the working conditions of contra<5t labour m various 
industnes and suggest appropriate remedial steps.

W0RK3^IE^'S COMPENSATION 

The Workmen's ttompensation Act is a piece of social security 
legislation enacted T\ith the sole object of providing a sort of social 
msurance to the workmen and their families against accidents arising 
m course of and out of emploTOent The Act applies to employments 
m railN^ ays, tramways, factories, mines, seamen, docks, construction, 
demohtion or repairs to bmldmgs, or of roads, bridges, tmmels, marme 
works, operations relating to telegraphs, telephones, blasting operations, 
excavations, boat service, light-houses, tea, coffee, rubber and cmchona 
plantations, electricits^ or gas generations, drivers, etc 

Dunng the \ear 1901, 1,112 accidents were reported, of which 314 
were fatal and 798 non-fatal In 86 fatal and 54 non-fatal accidents 
the employers contested their hability to pay the compensation At 
tlte end of 1960, 62 fatal and 111 non-fatal contested cases were pending. 
Thus, of the total number of 98 fatal and 165 non-fatal eases, B7 fatal 
and 87 non-fdtal cases were disposed of, as against the disposal of 154 
fatal and 62 non-fatal cases m 1960 A sum of Rs 3,94,006 45 nP. 
was disbursed towards fatal cases and Es, 49,745 43 nP towards 
non-fatal cases, as agamst Rs 4,09,408 81 nP and Rs 6,606 71 nP 
disbursed fcowaJrds fatal and non-fatal cases respectively m 1960 

A sum of Rs 1,000 was sanctioned by the State Government under 
the head ''Legal Assistance" to enable the workers with limited 
resources to conduct the cases filed under the Woikmen's compensa- 
tion Act The Commissioner for Workmen's compensation has been 
empowered to appomt legal counsels on behalf of the deservmg appli- 
cants at State cost subject to^a maximum of Rs 50 m respect *of each 
case* In the year 19C1 legal aid was sanctioned m respect of 13 cases 
to enable the dependants of the deceased workmen or the mjured work- 
men to conduct their cases, as agamst one case m 1960. 

Trade Unions, 

Under the Indian Trade Umions Act, there are 586 registerhd Trade 
Unions now hmctionmg m the State. Durmg the year 1961, 87 unions 
were registered and the registration of m unions was cancelled omns 
mamly to their failure to submit their Annual Retuns According to 
the correct Annual Retuns submitted by 170 imions for the financial 
year 1960-61, the total membership of these umons were 30,938—24 093 
men and 6,843 womeni The total income of these umons was Rs 
1,10,990.54 nP, and the total expenditure Rs. 1,00,678,26 uP

The sotting of Mmimum Wages has a fourfold object, viz , — 

(1) to stop sweating, which term signifies— -(a) ^\ages v/hich are 
inadequate for necessities or disproportionate to work , (&) extra hours 
of work, and (c) insanitary work-place; 

(2) protection of un or ill-organised workers; 

(3) maintenance of industrial peace , and 

(4) protection of good employers from unfaur competition. 

The Government have fixed or revised mmimum wages taking mto 
consideration minimum needs of the workers, owing to increase m food 
prices and othe commodities, m the followmg employments.— 

(1) Woolen carpet making or shawl i^eavmg; 

(2) Rice and dal mill 

(3) Tobacco Manufactory (including becdi makmg) 

(4) Oil Mill 

(5) Employment in Local Autfioritics 

(6) Construction or maintenance of roads or m bniklmg cneir^

(7) Stone breaking or stone crushing. 

(8) Mica Works, 
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(9) PuhUe Mottjr Transport 

(10) TanneTies and leather manufactory. 

(11) Agneultural operations 

The Government have also added to the Schedule under the SLui- 
mum Wages Act the tollowmg three employments, v^z —(1) Cmema

(S) hotwis. restaurants and eatnig houses In the case of last two 
emplo\Tnents Muiimum Wages Committees were constitutd and 
mimmum ^vages have also been fixed. The report of the Minimum 
Wages Committee for cinemas is nuder examination.

Shops \xi> Est iblishments — Legislation 

The lesfislation is d:;sigied to help the employees m the shops and 
estabhshit>ents "vvho are normallv not well organised The number of 
shops and establishments covered by legislation was 4 594 lakhs £S on 
Xst Vpnl 1962 as against 2 417 lakhs on 1st April 1961 In the Andhra 
re*rioi a.11 Municipr^hties and Major Panchayats are covered by the 
legislation In Telengana it is proposed to extend the coverage to 
another 20 places. 

There are two sets of legislation — one for Telengana ard other for 
Aidhra, and it is propjsjd to bring oat a consolidated legislation for 
the whole State, 

Motor Transport Wobkers Act 

Governm?iit of India have brought m a new legislation to protect 
the mterests of JIot->r Transport Workers mcludirg runnirg staff. 
The Act provides for requlafcio'i of houis of woik-^both for lunnmg 
staff and workers m th^ ^ irKshops and offices and also amenities like 
n«'»t-'ud, reit shed^s and .» iit?e i facihties and overtime wages for the 
w.>rfc do le hevond norn ^ ^nurs of work The Act has been enforced 
in the Stat^ from 1st o^ Fi^raa^ v 1962 and Government have notified 
la^peetors of Factories i, \\ A^.siit^nt Inspectors of Labour as Inspe* - 
tors under the Act 

Xecessary rules are being framed und^r the Act, 
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Maternity Benefit Act 

The Government of India have enacted the Matcinity Benefit Act, 
1961, and prior to this Act, the State Government were havmg two 
separate Acts — Madras Maternity Benefit Act appheable to Andhra 
region of Andhra Pradesh and another Hyderabad Maternity Benefit 
Act which was m force in Telengana area The State Government 
have brought the Maternity Benefit Act 1961 into force m the whole 
State of Andhra Pradesh from 1st May 1962 The Act now m force is 
more comprehensive and confers more hberal benefits on tne women 
workers m factories. The important benefits that are newly intro- 
duced m the Act are as follows — 

The women workers are now entitled to longer peiiods of maternity 
benefit than under the previous Act, namely 11 weeks m place of 7 
weeks^ In addition to the maternity benefit there is also provision for 
payment of the same benefit m case of miscarriage The rate of bene- 
fit per day m the previous Act was only annas eight Under the present 
Act it IS the average daily rate of earnings of the woman worker or Re* 
one whichever is higher. In case of illness arising out of pregnancy, deli- 
very or miscarriage, the women workers are also entitled to e^tra leave 
upto a period of one month m addition to the ordinary maternity bene- 
fit The workers are also entitled to medical bonus of Rs 25 if pre-natal 
and post-natal care is given by the employer free of charge In addi- 
tion to the normal rest intervals, women workers are also entitled to 
nursing breaks during the working hours for nursing the child until 
the child attains the age of 15 months- The other important provision 
m the Act is giving powers to the Inspectors to order payment of 
maternity benefit withheld by the managements and m case of non- 
payment it can be recovered as arrears of land revenne. 

National Employment Service. 

The National Employment Service is run by the State Government 
m collaboration with the Central Government. The Government of 
India is respoasible for formulation •f national policies and procedures 
and co-ordiaation of the employment service in the country. The state 
Government is responsible for the execution of policies and pro- 
grammes, for exercismg administrative, financial and functional control 
of Employment Exchanges m the State, The Government of India 
bears 60 per cent of the cost and the State Government 40 per 
cent« 

The chief object of the service is to register the employment seekers; 
to secxire from the ^nployers informatxon about the number and types 
of vacancies; to secure suitable placements for the registrant; to pro- 
vide suitable candidates for the employers; to collect information about 
the shortages of skilled personnel m various categones and to arrange 
.for training of persons in the short skills; and to help the youth in 
proper selection of vocations and career. The department ^forces the 
Compulsory Notification of Vacancies Act, which requires ail private 
managements employing 25 and more and all Government Depart- 
ments to notify vacancies to the Employment Exchanges. Vacancies to 
be filled by rectmtment through independent organisations like the 
Piiblw Service Commission, Universities, etc* are not covered by this 
Act, 
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EMPLOyME^T EXCHA^GFS• 

At the beginning of the Second Five-Year Plan only 11 districts had 
Employment Exchanges, and Exchanges were opened m the remaining 9 
distncts m the Second Plan period* 

There has been a steady increase in the number of registrations 
and placements* The r umber of registrations rose from 1,74,011 m 
1960 to 1,94,837 m 1961 and the placements from 19,332 to 30,35,352. 

Vocational Guidance. 

Vocational Guidance Service Was introduced m the Second Plan 
period to assist the employment seekers m the choice of a right caieer 
relative to their aptitudes, physical and mental capacities and edu- 
rational qualification, and also 1o promote the most effect »ve i se of 
man-power resources and training facilities available Seven Voca- 
tional Guidance Units were opened m, the Second Plan period and 
5 mora have been started m the first year of the Third Plan. Units 
were established at Hyderabad, Visakhapatnam, Vi]ayawada, Guntur, 
Warajigal, Kurnool and Kakmada m the Second Plan and at Nizam- 
abad, Anantapur, Chitt or, Eluru and Ne'lore m the first year of the 
Third Phn 

UNivERsrrv Employment Bureaux 

To guide and assist the University students m choosing their 
future profession, thsre is a scheme of having University Employ- 
ment Bureaux One has been sarted at Waltair m the first year 
of the Third Five-Year Plan, It is proposed to have another Bureau 
at Hyderabad attached to the Osniania University during the year 
1962-6;? 

Employment Market Information 

There is also a scheme of coUectmg Employment Market Infor- 
m itio^ designed to collect mformation for employment m the public 
and private sectors on regular quarterly basis, to study the employ- 
ment situation ba->ed on these repoits, and to ascertain th^ type of 
peisinnel m short supply in order that necessary vocational training 
could be sponsored to m tt the shortages, to provide mformation so 
collected to school leavers and employment seekers; and to assess 
the changes m tha level of employment and to analyse the reason for 
the changes* Tne Employment Market Information Units have been 
set up m all the distncts except Mahbubnagar, Kanmnagar Adilabad, 
and Medak. The above four districts "will be covered m 1962-63. 

To cheek the mflux of rural people mto urban areas and to generate 
more employment m the rursJ areas. Government are implementing 
vanous schemes with large employment potential on pilot basis m 
select Blocks. This department has opened National Employment 
Assistance and Information Bureaux m 9 such pilot project areas* 
Another 4 are proposed to be set up m 1962-6S. 

Empwyhent Advisory Committees, 

To secure full co-operation from the employers and workers, 
Emplo3rment Advisory Comimttes have been set up at the State and 
District level, Th^ Pistyict I^^veJ Copainitte^ has th^ Collectpr a? the 
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Chairman and the Employment Officer as Secretar} The State Level 
Committee has the Mimster for Labour as Chairman and the Deputy 
Director as the Secretary The purpose of the State Level Committee 
IS to offer suggestions for improvement of the working of Employment 
Exchange Organistions as such and to advise the Government on em- 
ployment policy. 

Employees'State Insurance Scheme. 

The Employees' State Insurance Scheme is a social measure desig- 
ned and to secure and maintain the health of the mdustrial worker. 

The mam benefits provided under the Act are : (?) sickness benefit, 
(^^) maternity benefit, (^^^) disablement benefit, (iv) dependents benefit, 
and {v) medical benefit. The Scheme provides for protection of 
workers m two ways provision of cash benefits and medical care. 

The Scheme was introduced m 1955 m Andlira and Telengana 
regions covermg a population of 86,000. Smce then there has 
been gradual expansion of the Scheme. As against 9 full time dis* 
pensaries m 1955, there are now 32 dispensaries working at different 
places m the State Since 1959 the benefits of the Scheme are extended 
to the families of insured workers also. At present the Scheme is m 
force m the following centres . — 

Hyderabad, Secunderabad, Warangal, Sirpur-Kagaznagar, 
Adoni, Renigunta, Guntur, Peda Kakam, Mangalagiri, Vijayawada, 
Eluru, Kakmada, Visakhapatnam, Chittivalasa, Vizianagaram,, Rajah- 
mimdry, Kurnool and Dowlaiswaram* 

Thus the Employee's State Insurance Scheme is m operation at 
16 centres covermg a workmg class* population of 64,500. 

Workers* Education Scheme, 

The Workers' Education Scheme formulated by Government of 
India was mtroduced m Hyderabad m April, 1959, The main 
object of the Scheme is to promote knowledge, self-reliance and an 
awareness of the responsibilities among the workers. Under the 
Scheme there is one mam centre at Hyderabad and 65 primary centres 
m the districts. The Hyderabad Centre has so far tramed 196 worker- 
teachers while the pnmary centres have trained 3,894 candidates* 
The period of trammg at these centres is 3 months and mstruction is 
given m the State regional languages, viz,, Telugu and Urdu, The 
workers who are given training are drawn from factories and commer- 
cial establishments* The number of worker tramees attendmg the 
classes at pnmary centres at present is 1,016. 

• Productivity. 

The need for stimulating productivity consciousness in the country 
and to provide services for maxunismg the utilisation of available 
resources of men, machine, material and power ; to wage war agamst 
waste and to help secure for the people of the country a better and 
higher standard of hving has been felt for a long time. To meet this 
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need. National Productivity Council, an autonomous organisation 
with representatives of employers workers, Government and various 
other mterests, has been established This Council collects and dis- 
seminates information about techmques and methods of productivity. 
There is a State Council also. The programme of the Productivity 
Council covers trammg of personnel m various techniques of mdus- 
tnal management, mdustnal engmeermg, and industrial relations, 
dissemmation of useful mformation on productivity, research into 
programmes of productivity, arragnement for mter-factory visits, 
etc The State Council has constituted two industry- wise comimttees, 
one for Sugar and another for Cement, and has conducted producti- 
vity techmcal trammg course and is contemplatmg to extend its activi- 
ties to various other mdustries
